ELkveNTH Session, begun and held in the City of Santa 
Fé, Territory of New Mexico, Monday the 2d day of Decem- 
ber, A. D. 1861, it being the time established by law for the 
commencement of the Annual Session of the Eleventh Leg- 
islative Assembly of said Territory.

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There being a majority of all the Representatives of the 
Territory present : 

On motion of Mr. Estevan Garcia, of Taos, Mr. Vicente 
Garcia, of Santa Fé, was elected Speaker pro tempore, and 
took his seat as such. 

On motion of Mr. Montoya, of Valencia, Mr. Perfecto 
Hidalgo was elected Chief Clerk pro tempore. 

On motion of Mr. José M. Gallegos, the members present 
handed their certificates of election to the Speaker. 

Mr. José M. Gallegos then offered the following reso- 
lution : 

Resolved, That the Hon. Kirby Benedict, Chief Justice of 
the Territory, be requested by a committee of three mem- 
bers, to administer the oath to the members and officers of 
this House. 


Which resolution was adopted. - 

The Chair appointed on said committee, Messrs. José M. 
Gallegos, Rumaldo Baca, and Estevan Garcia. 

The Committee so appointed retired, and after a short ab- 
sence, returned and reported that they'had complied with the 
duty assigned them, and that the Honorable Chief Justice 
accompanied them for the purpose for which he had been re- 
quested to attend; whereupon he administered the oath to 
all the above-mentioned members. 

On motion of Mr. Gallegos, the rules of the last session of 
the House of Representátives of the Legislative Assembly of 
this Territory, were adopted as the rules for the government 
of the present session. 

On motion of Mr. Estevan Garcia, of Taos, the House 
then proceeded to the election of its officers. 

Mr. Estevan Garcia then nominated Mr. José Manuel 
Gallegos as Speaker during the present session, who was 
unanimously elected, and, after being duly sworn as such, en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties. 

On motion of Mr. Herrera, Mr. Antonio Sena was unan- 
imously elected Ohief Clerk during the present session. 

Mr. Bernadet then nominated Mr. Epifanio Vigil as As- 
sistant Olerk, who was declared unanimously elected for the 
present session. a 

Mr. Felipe Tafoya then nominated Mr. Lorenzo Martinez 
as Third Olerk, and there being no other nomination, he was 
declared unanimously elected to said office during the present 
session. 

Mr. Manuel Gonzales, of San Miguel, nominated Mr. 
José Guadalupe Garcia as Enrolling Clerk, and there being 
no other nomination, he was declared unahimously elected. 
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Mr. Garcia, of Santa Fé, nominated Mr. Ramon Ortega 
as Sergeant-at-Arms, and there being no other nomination, 
he was declared unanimously elected. 

Mr. Montoya, of Valencia, then nominated Mr. José 
Baca as Door-keeper, who was declared duly elected as such. 

Mr. Antonio Garcia, of Bernalillo, nominated Mr. Fran- 
cisco Manzanares as Interpreter and Translator, who was duly 
elected as such. 

The House being thus organized, the Honorable Chief 
Justice then administered the oath to the officers elect. 

On motion of Mr. Garcia, of Santa Fé, the Speaker then 
tendered the thanks of the House to the Honorable Chief 
Justice, for the courtesy he had extended to this House in ad- 
ministering the oath to the members and officers thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Garcia, a committee of three members 
was appointed to examine the credentials of the several 
members now present. 

The Chair appointed on said committee, Messrs. Felipe 
Garcia, Patricio Silva, and Juan Montoya. 

Mr. Baca, of Socarro, offered the following resolutions 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Territory be respect- 
fully requested to order the desks of the House to be cleansed, 
and to have good locks and keys put on them, and also to 
have six long benches placed in the gallery. 

Resolved further, That the said Secretary be respectfully 
requested to furnish the Chief Clerk of this House with the 
necessary stationery, ink, pens, &c., &c., for the use of the 
members of this House. Adopted.

On motion of Mr. Jaramillo of Rio Arriba, the Journal 
was approved. 

Mr. Garcia, of Santa Fé, moved that the name of the Hon. 
O. P. Hovey be stricken from the list of members present, 
for the reason that he had not appeared and presented his 
credentials and taken the oath. 

Which motion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Garcia, of Santa Fé, the business on 
the Speaker's table was taken up. 

A communication from the aa Council was then 
read, informing the House that that body had organized, and 
had elected the following officers, to wit :

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER Aen, 1861. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment, and, there be- 
ing a quorum present, proceeded to business.

On motion of Mr. Montoya, of Valencia, the Chief Clerk 
was instructed to request the Secretary of the Territory to 
furnish this House with the necessary stationery, &c., for the 
use of the members thereof. 

A committee from the Council now appeared, and was 
received, who informed this House that the Council would 
meet the House in the Representative Hall, at 3 o’clock P. M., 
for the purpose of receiving the Governor's Message. 

A committee was announced and received from the Coun- 
cil, who advised the Speaker that they had been appointed

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by the Council to join a House Committee, and inform His 
Excellency that both Houses would meet in Joint Session, at 
3 o’clock P. M., to hear his Message. 

On motion of Mr. Montoya, a committee was then ap- 
pointed by the Chair to join the Council Committee, to wait 
upon His Excellency, and inform him that both Houses would 
be ready to hear his message at 3 o’clock P. M., which com- 
mittee was composed of Messrs. Montoya, Garcia of Taos, and 
Garcia of Santa Fé. 

Said committee reiived, and after a short absence re- 
turned, and reported that they had discharged «the duty 
assigned them. 

On motion of Mr. Baca, of Socorro, the House then ad- 
journed until this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment, and, there 
being a quorum present, proceeded to business. 

-On motion of Mr. Garcia, of Santa Fé, a committee was 
appointed, composed of Messrs. Garcia of Santa Fé, Garcia of 

aos, and Perea of Bernalillo, for the purpose of inviting the 
Military Commander, Prefect, and other respectable persons, 
to the Representative Hall, to hear His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor’s Message read. 

The Committee so appointed reported that they had com- 
plied has the duty assigued them, by inviting the persons 
named. ` i 

Both Houses having met in Joint Session, Mr. Tomas C. de 
Baca moved that a committee, to be composed of six mem- 
bers, three from the Council and three trom the Honse, be 
appointed, for the purpose of waiting upon His Excellency 
and informing him that the Assembly was in Joint Session 
for ins poner of receiving his annual Message; which was 
adopted. i 

Whereupon the Chair appointed Messrs, Tomas C. de Baca, 
Prudencio Lopez, and Francisco Salazar, trum the Council, 
and Messrs. Vicente Garcia, Estevan Garcia, and José Miguel 
Bernadet, from the House of Representatives, on said com- 
mittee. 

The Committee so appointed, after a short absence returned, 
and reported that they had the honor to accompany His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, who was annoúnced at the door and 
conducted to a seat by the President of the Joint Session. . 

Whereupon His Excellency delivered his first annual 
Message, accompanied with the Reports of the Auditor and 
Treasurer of the Territory, as.follows :

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE, 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


The assembling of the Legislature is ever an interesting 
occurrence to the people whose representatives constitute that 
body. The position of a Legislator, into whose hands has been 
confided the security of the rights, interests, peace, and progress 
of an industrions and patriotic people, is one of the most hon- 
orable, and at the same time the most responsible that can be 
filled by any good citizen. Although the Executive of the 
Territory is not elected by the people as a part of that body, 
the organic law in its provisions, constitutes him a co-ordinate 
branch of the Government of the Territory, and confers upon 
him powers, the proper exercise of which, makes his position 
equally as responsible, if not more so, than that of a Legislator. 
It is therefore highly important that the Legislature and Ex- 
ecutive should harmonize as nearly as may be in the discharge 
of their respective duties, and carefully study to produce such 
legislation as will be most beneficent in its operation among 
the people. By the enactment of proper and necessary laws, 
. rights are maintained, property secured, prosperity promoted, 
and the happiness of the people insured: by unwise, precipi- 
tate, and needless legislation the blessings referred to are en- 
dangered and liable to be lest in the vortex of litigation which 
will ever attend a complex, diffuse, and undigested legislation. 
A primitive people like ourselves require laws plainly intelli- 
gible, of only the requisite number, and these adapted to the 
circumstances, temper, and education of those whose conduct 
they are intended to govern. oa with close obser- 
vation, can alone teach law-makers the wants and necessities 
of those for whom they are called upon to legislate, and I have 
confidence that you have these qualifications and are prepared 
to enter upon the labors before you in earnest, and with a de- 
sire to accomplish works that will redound to your honor and 
well being of the entire Territory. 

The reports of the Auditor of Public Accounts and of the 
Treasurer of the Territory are herewith laid before you. By 
the account of the Treasurer it will be seen that the receipts 
for the year ending November 15th, 1861, together with the 
balance in the Treasury, November 15th; 1861, are $10,405 89, 
and that the expenditures during the same time were 10,077 94, 
leaving a balance in the Treasury at the end of the last fiscal 
year of $327 94, 

The Auditor reports the Territorial debt at the end of the 
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last fiscal year to be $2,632 75. From this amount deduct 
the balance in the Treasury of $327 94, and it will show the 

outstanding liabilities of the Territory to be $2,304 81. This 
debt at the closing of the fiscal year of 1860 was $3,673, which 
exhibits a diminution of $1,368 19 in the debt during the year. 

There is reason to believe that this amount could be paid in- 
one year from the legitimate revenues of the Territory, if the 
collectors in the different counties were held to a strict ac- 
countability, and required to make a proper distribution of the 

funds which come into their hands. Whilst these officers are 
in most cases exempt from the charge of dishonesty, the loose 

manner in which the finances of the Territory have been 

managed has enabled them, and in some instances encour- 

aged them, to divert the public funds from their legitimate 

application and appropriate them to objects for which there 

is no authority in Jaw. The attention of the Legislature is 

particularly directed to this subject, with a view that a rem- 

edy may be applied for the irregularities that are thus now 

practiced with impunity. 


Toe Inpian Tres. 


The history of New Mexico in connection with Indian 
tribes is both extraordinary and anomalous. It is now two 
hundred years since the country was first occupied by the 
white man. He then brought with him all the arts of civili- 
zation that were taken to oiler parts of the continent at the 
time of their settlement and reclamation from the savages. 
The Indians of New Mexico did not differ in nature from those 
which were found in other sections of the country. All were 
alike ferocious and barbarous, and claimed to be lords of the 
soil. Wherever the pale face appeared he found in the red 
man an implacable enemy, and war could only decide which 
was to obtain the mastery. East, West, North, and South of 
us the white man has prevailed, and obtained complete mas- 
tery over the Indian as well as over the soil. It has, however, 
been different in New Mexico. For two long centuries has 
the contest been waged. During that period civilization 
and Christianity have had a foothold in the Territory. The 
population has gradually increased and been engaged in the 
ordinary pursuits of life, adapted to the soil and climate, and 
although they have been as bold, daring, and intrepid in meet- 
ing the savage foe, and equally as industrious in the avocations 
of life, they have met with indifferent success. A bare subsist- 
ence has been the only reward of industry, and they have yet 
to confront the Indian in deadly encounter for the protection 
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of the little of this world’s goods which their honest toil may 
have produced. Abounding as the country does in all the 
elements of human prosperity, this condition of affairs would 
seem strange and extraordinary to those who are unacquainted 
with the causes which have impeded our progress. By them 
it might be attributed to a want of industry or economy among 
our people. Such, however, is not, and has not been the case. 
Necessity has ever compelled them to industrious habits, and 
the absence of means has forced them to forego extravagance, 
and cultivate habits of strict economy. To those of us who 
have felt the real causes which have retarded our onward 
movement to prosperity, abundance, and wealth, there are am- 
ple evidences of the condition of things which have produced 
our present state of impoverishment and humiliation. Sur- 
rounded as we always have been, and ever must be, by Indian 
tribes who live by plunder and rapine, one or the other of 
which tribes, and sometimes all of them, have constantly been 
in open hostility with our people, and any one of which is able 
to destroy in one year more than the aggregate industry our 
people are capable of producing, it is not difficult for us to dis- 
cern the visible cause of our unenviable situation when cóm- 
pared with our more fortunate neighbors who have had some 
. one frontier secured from Indian depredations. The advance 
of dense population, or a seacoast, has provided other parts 
of the country with a defense against the predatory and ma- 
rauding race which they could not overcome. With neither 
of these sources of defense has Nature blessed us. An oasis 
in a desert waste, we have continually been obliged ‘to con- 
tribute the fruits of ourlaborto the maintenance of the savage 
races, and to the spoliations of the Ishmaelites of the uesert who 
scorn the idea of manual labor in any of its forms, and take 
pride only in the destruction of human life and the produc- 
tiuns of human industry. 

Spain attempted the subjugation, civilization, and pacifica- 
tion of these tribes for more than a hundred years, but made 
no progress among them. Mexico, following the example of 
Spain, sought the accomplishment of the same object by every 
means known to and practiced by the mother country, for 
twenty-five years, and made no better progress than the latter. 
The United States have had them in hand for fifteen years, 
and. yet they remain the same enemies to God and to man, to 
civilization and peaceful industry, which they were found to 
be when first brought into contact with Christian communi- 
ties. Yea, they are even more ferociouc, and have more 
abundant means for the destruction of human life, with no 
abatement of disposition to prey upon human industry. A 
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question now arises, why have these barbarians been permit- 
ted to revel in their wantonness and gather strength from the 
impunity with which they destrdy even the hope of advance- 
ment in the acquisition of eompetence or wealth to the white 
man? Have the governments to which I have alluded been 
deficient in power to subjngate'ór annihilate these common 
enemies to everything that is dear to civilized man? Ifit be 
admitted that Spain and Mexico may not have had the power, 
surely none will doubt that our own Government has been and 
continues to be competent to the accomplishment of either. 
The promise of protection was made in the name of the Gov- 
ernment by General Kearney upon taking peaceable posses- 
sion of New Mexico, and we have placed our hope in that 
promise which, being deferred, has made our hearts sick. 
Clearly there has never been a deficiency of power on the 
part of tle Government to afford us the requisite relief, but 
it has been prevented from exercising its power by the preva- 
lence of a sickly sentimentality—a false philanthropy- in the 
minds of the people of the more populous States now secured 
from Indian contact and depredations by the march westward 
of that pioneer race which at every step encountered the evils 
from which we now suffer, and which can bear ample testimony 
to the faithless character of the Indian race. In this connection 
I deem it not amiss to call the attention of our more fortunate 
and happy countrymen who are now living in peace, happi- 
ness, and prosperity upon the soilthat was once occupied by 
the Indians, and whose forefathers, like ourselves, contended in 
bloody strife with that savage race for which so much sympathy 
is manifested,. and ask them whether they would prefer that 
their forefathers had submitted to the tomahawk and scalpin 
knife of the savage tribes that were once the inhabitants an 
possessors of the land now occupied by themselves, and left 
those vast and fertile regions still a howling wilderness, or see 
what they now witness, the prosperity and happiness of living 
millions obtained by honest industry from its fertile bosom. 
Such, however, would have been the case had they not, as we 
should, resolved “That the earth and the fullness thereof is 
the Lord’s, and the inheritance of His chosen people.” The 
pioneer race.is still advancing, but still suffering as our Pil- 
grim Fathers suffered at Plymouth, and as their descendants 
have suffered from Plymouth to New Mexico, and by the 
same race “ Whose extirpation from the face of the earth they 
declared to be an act not only meritorious, but one peculiarly 
acceptable in the eyes of God.” 

Thus spoke our Pilgrim Fathers, and acted in accordance 
with their speech. The result is before us. Religion, civil- 
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ization, and prosperous industry now reign where savage orgies 
were once celebrated, and the blood of the mother and blue- 
eyed infant was offered in sacrifice to the demon hatred and 
revenge. There is too abundant evidence that the natural 
hatred which the Indian in his original state bore to the whites 
has been augmented, and that he has become more savage, 
sanguinary, and restless under the advance of civilized man 
within the limits of that domain which he had hoped to see 
ever reserved to him for the free enjoyment of his savage pur- 
suits, and upon which hé never would deign to place his hands 
to change one spot from its primeval condition, or create a 
single drop of sweat upon the brow of industry in the prodne- 
tion of aught that sustains life or adds to the comfort of man. 

I repeat, the Government has the power, and that power 
should be so directed as to keep these sons of the forest within 
proper limits, and either maintain them as paupers, teach 
them the arts of civilized life, and oblige them to sustain them- 
selves, or, on the other hand, exterminate them. The earth 
was given to man so that by the sweat of his brow he should 
draw subsistence therefrom. Such is the Divine command, 
and those who obey it not must taste of the bitter fruits of 
disobedience. Under this injunction the Indian has rights as 
well as the civilized portion of mankind. Of those rights he 
should not be deprived. He is entitled to as much of the 
earth’s surface as will by industry sustain life and secure him 
comfort. That is all the privilege claimed by the white race. 
Most assuredly the Indian is not a being of such a superior 
order that he is entitled to thousands of acres of land from 
which to draw a subsistence, when a large majority of our 
own people are content with, and proud to own, only a few 
acres. When a tribe manifests a disposition to abandon its 
savage customs and adopt habits of industry, the Government 
should take them by the hand and give them a liberal meed 
of assistance, and encourage them in the reformation. This 
it has done. Millions of money have been paid them, and 
millions will continue to be paid them for the amelioration of 
their condition. Much good hasin this manner been done for 
the more docile races which have had the capacity to know 
and appreciate the benefits to be derived from the benign in- 
tentions of the Government. The tribes with which we are 
surrounded, although in constant contact and intercourse with 
our people, seeing the benefits that are derived by a large 
portion, in fact by all the Pueblo Indians, from their domestic 
and peaceful pursuits, still adhere to their thieving propensi- 
ties, and will risk their lives to obtain a vile sustenance by 
theft rather than imitate the example placed before them by

the exemplary Pueblos, and seek an honest living by similar 
pursuits. I am persuaded that there is but one and only one 
remedy by which we can be relieved from our present anoma- 
lous and dangerous contact with these Navajo, Apache, Utah, 
Comanche, and Caigua Indians. That remedy has heretofore 
been untried in this Territory. They should be placed upon 
reservations distant from our frontier settlements, and let it 
be made known to them that the lands set aside for their use 
and occupation are theirs and sacred from the intrusion of any 
man, savage or civilized, but themselves, and at the same time 
they should be informed that lands not assigned to them must 
not be approached by their people—that any one of their tribe 
who ventures beyond the limits of the reservation will be 
considered an enemy and treated as such. Then similar re- 
straints should be placed upon our own people, in reference 
to the Indian country, and strictly enforced. This seems to 
me the only hope for procuring a change in the present state 
of things, which, if permitted to continue many years longer, 
will reduce the inhabitants of this Territory, as well as the 
‘Indians themselves, to beggary and starvation. 

The cost of removal and location would not be half of 
what is spent in one of the campaigns against them, many of 
which have not only proved fruitless as to any punishment 
inflicted upon the Indians, but have disabled the Army by 
the loss of cavalry horses and mules to such an extent that 
for months after their return the Indians could depredate at 
pleasure without the fear of being pursued. 

I am sorry to say that at the time I write, six of our most 
worthy citizens have lost their lives while in pursuit of the 
merciless Navajos who had stolen stock from the immediate 
vicinity of the houses in a densely populated settlement. 
These things must and shall have an end. 

It being entirely out of the province of the Legislative 
Assembly to enact laws for the regulation of Indian tribes, I 
would, in consideration of the above facts, respectfully recom- 
mend that a joint resolution be adopted memorializing the 
Secretary of the Interior in bebalf of the adoption of the 
reservation system for the wild tribes heretofore named. 


Mines AND Mine. 


In the present untoward circumstances of the country and 
the portentous future with which we are threatened, it would 
seem idle to recommend for immediate action measures cal- 
culated to develop any new sources of prosperity in which 
our people could engage with a hope of final success, but such 
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are the various resources of this Territory I cannot refrain 
from directing your attention to those which are most promi- 
nent and beneficial to the people. To say nothing of our 
agricultural and pastoral resources, which are proverbial and 
capable of an expansion that would astound those to whom 
they are not familiar, I will advert briefly to our mining in- 
terests. The experience taught by many operations within 
the last twelve months, proves beyond a doubt that we have 
some of the richest and most productive Gold Mines upon the 
Continent of America. 

For two years the Agents of the New Mexican Mining 
Company met with but little success because they did not 
have the advantage of that practical and scientific knowledge 
which has finally led to the discovery of the means by which 
the gold could be amalgamated and saved from the quartz. 
These difficulties have now been overcome, and the present 
enterprising Company, to which we are indebted for the dis- 
covery, are reaping the reward of their intelligence, industry, 
and public spirit. To one of the Company I am indebted for 
the information which warrants the assertions which I have 
made with respect to these Placer Mines. 

During the last spring mines were found in the vicinity of 
Fort Stanton which yielded an astonishing quantity of gold 
for the time they were worked. The invasion of that part of 
the Territory by the Texans caused a suspension of operations 
in those mines, which otherwise would, I am fully satisfied, 
have added ere this hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 
wealth of our people. When circumstances will permit a re- 
sumption of labor in that region, we may expect to receive 
from year to year large quantities of gold from those rich 
mines. Some of the fruits of them came within my personal 
observation, and it is from knowledge thus obtained that I 
speak thus positively in reference to their value. 

'There are also mines of copper in our mountains which 
could be worked with profit by enterprising and skillful min- 
ers. Heretofore these mines have been neglected from vari- 
ous causes, not the least among which is the great insecurity 
that is felt ontside of the settlements in consequence of the 
presence of the wild Indians. : 

Our mining districts offer inducements to investments by 
capitalists rarely equaled and never exceeded. Investments 
here in this way cannot but afford a large return upon the 
amounts invested. Every encouragement within the power 
cf the Legislative Assembly should be given to those who 
will engage in the public-spirited enterprise of beginning the 
development of these sources of wealth to the Territory. 

A—3 : 
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order that these resources may be more fully developed, I 
recommend that Congress be memorialized for an appropria- 
tion sufficiently ample to defray the expenses of a Geological 
Survey of the Territory, by which I have no doubt that new 
mines of Gold, Silver, Copper, Iron, and Stone Coal will be 


discovered that have heretofore remained hidden in conse- _ 


quence of the absence of scientific explorations. 


MANUFACTORIES. 


* There is no branch of industry that contributes more to : 


the prosperity of a people, than manufacturing. Its beneficial 
effects are felt throughout all the ramifications of society, and 
fill a vacuum in the body politic that never can be filled in its 
absence. It furnishes the basis upon which the largest por-

tion of the world's commerce is founded. It populates large : 


districts, gives life to the business of cities, whitens the seas 


with the sails of all ‘nations, and administers to the comfort 


and convenience of the world. 

We in New Mexico depend entirely upon foreign markets 
for the purchase of all the manufactured articles in use 
among us. Iron, nails, steel, leather, woolen fabrics, every- 
thing indeed, is bought away from home and transported over 
the Plains, when every one of the articles named could be 
economically manufactured here. In the present method of 
furnishing our markets with these supplies, millions of dollars 
are drained from the Territory which never return, and which 
go into the pockets of the manufacturers in the States. The 
elements of manufacturing success abound in New Mexico. 
Our iron ore is uncommonly rich, coal abundant, and labor 
cheap. There is not one article into the fabrication of which 
iron enters but what could be produced as cheaply in our 
Territory as it can in any other part of the United States. 
The same may be said of leather, of which article there is 
also a large amount consumed annually by our people. Our 
forests abound with timber which yields a bark of the best 
quality for tanning purposes. Thousands of hides are yearly 
thrown away as worthless, because there is no market for them. 
With these inducements before them, it is strange to say that 
the people have neglected this branch of business entirely, and 
have depended on the States to get leather for the most ordin- 
ary uses. The wool which our sheep would give for the man- 
ufacture of cloth is almost inexhaustible in quantity, and 
could be bought for a price merely nominal. Tens of thou- 
sands of sheep are now left to get clear of their woolly coats as 
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best they can, because their owners can obtain no compensa- 
tion for clipping it from their backs. 

Capital applied to either or all of these branches of manu- 
facturing, could not but produce large incomes to the capital- 
ists, and at the same time give an impetus to the material 
progress of the Territory that would be astonishing. I am 
fully persuaded that the absence of establishments of the kind 
mentioned is not attributable to a want of enterprise on the 
part of our people. In this respect they do not differ mate- 
rially from the inhabitants of other portions of the country. 
But, for reasons already mentioned, their pecuniary resources 
have been crippled to such a degree that only small amounts 
of funds have been accumulated by individuals in various dis- 
tricts of the Territory, and it has not been possible to aggre- 
gate them in quantities sufficiently large to meet expenses 
which must necessarily be incurred to put costly machinery 
in motion. : 

I haye made these observations chiefly for the purpose of 
directing public attention to the subject, to which I attach 

eat importance, with the hope that they may have some in- 

uence in inaugurating a system of manufacturing from 

which innumerable blessings will flow, and distribute their 
good effects over the entire Territory. 


Laws. 


For several years past there has existed a pressin g necessity 
for a new revisal and codification of the Laws. This neces- 
sity has now become more urgent than before, from the fact 
that the edition of the Code, printed in 1856, is exhausted, 
and if is now impossible to procuré such copies as are neces- 
sary to be placed in the hands of those who are charged with 
the duties of administering the laws. I therefore recommend 
that your Honorable Body will devise measures that will in- 
sure a speedy and at the same time perfect revision of all the 
laws that have been enacted by the Legislative Assembly up 
to the present time. 

In my opinion, experience has proved that many of the 
provisions of the “ Law for the protection of slave propert 
in New Mexico,” are unnecessarily severe and rigorous. 
fear that the act as it now stands upon the statutes, was passed 
hastily and without Fan consideration, I therefore recom- 
mend that it be modified or entirely repealed. 


Mans. 


Onr mail communications with the East are inadequate to 
the wants of the people. Separated as our Territory is from 
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the balance of the Republic to the east of us, by an extensive 
and uninhabited region, we do not expect that the Govern- 
ment should be as liberal in furnishing us with mail facilities 
as it is in providing for those who reside in the more densely 
populated parts of the country. But at the same time we 
should, and do desire that our real wants may be provided 
for. A weekly mail is not competent to meet the emergen- 
cies of the times, aud the service ought by all means to be in- 
creased to. that of a semi-weekly mail, at least. The import- 
ance of speedy communication between us and the States, in 
perilous times like these, is so patent as to forego the neces- 
sity of being enlarged upon. Besides this, the protection 
which the regular passage of coaches over the Plains twice a 
week would give to the commerce over them, is a question 
that is worthy of consideration not only in a private but also 
in a public point of view. The establishment of stations at 
convenient distances apart, would in a short time congregate 
settlements on that now unpopulated region, which would af- 
ford ample protection to the entire route. Itis, consequently, 
recommended that you petition Congress for the substitution 
of a semi-weekly mail for the weekly one that is now carried. 


FEDERAL AFFAIRS. 


Our common country is involved in a strife that should 
inspire every citizen with a patriotic zeal in rallying to its 
assistance, and aiding to bear triumphant through the war 
that flag which has for more than three-quarters of a century 
been the pride of Americans and a terror to their enemies. 
The rebellion which our Government is now engaged in sup- 

ressing is the most unholy, unjustifiable, and destructive one 

at has ever been attempted since governments have been 
established. No people on the face of the earth were as free, 
as happy, and as prosperous as were those of the United 
States before the heresy of secessionism burst out into open 
rebellion. The arts and sciences flourished. Agriculture fed 
our own millions, and, from its bounties, made Europe pay 
tribute ; successful manufactories dotted our hills and valleys, 
and were making rapid strides towards relieving us from de- 
pendence upon foreign countries for their fabrics ; our com- 
merce was co-extensive with the habitations of man; educa- 
tional institutions were giving our people a degree of intelli- 
gence unknown to those of any other nation ; railroads ex- 
tending from the extreme north to the extreme south, from 
the east to the west, as a question of time placed all sections 
in contiguity. The constitution which the wisdom of our

fathers formed, and which was given us as a priceless heritage, 
threw its protection over all alike, whilst the Government 
which was' erected upon it as a basis pressed heavily upon 
none. What more than this, that is earthly, could be desired 
by the most ambitions? Man has never before had as much 
guranteed to him, and it is doubtful, exceedingly doubtful, if 
he could have more. How wicked, then, is he who would 
raise the hand of destruction and. aim its blow at such a source 
of human happiness and governmental grandeur! The re- 
sponsibility of such an act is the gravest that can be assumed 
by mortal man, and grievous will be the accountability to 
which those who are engaged in this rebellion will be held. 

I am proud to say that my loyal and patriotic fellow-citi- 
zens of New Mexico_have manfully responded to their coun- 
try’s call, and contributed more than a fair proportion of armed 
men for her defense. This evidence of devotion to the Union 
is the more flattering from the fact that, when secession be- 
gan, and for some time after it had been in progress, it was 
presumed, by the prime movers of the scheme, that our Ter- 
ritory would join them in their attempts to pull down the 
pillars of free government, and rejoice with them in the 
midst of the wreck and desolation produced by their evil mach- 
inations. This patriotic outpouring of men has removed all 
cause of suspicion which may have been excited in the minds 
of our countrymen in the loyal States in reference to the 
position we occupy in connection with the war. A more 
positive demonstration of fidelity to our beloved institutions 


cannot be given than that which New Mexico has in this 
` manner shown; and be it for weal or for woe, this is the posi- 
. tion she will occupy to the end. 


The Texan forces still remain at and about Fort Fillmore, 


` and have not ventured to come north of the Jornada. I am 
: glad, however, to say that our army now in the field is amply: 


sufficient, not only for the protection of our people north of 
that desert, but to expel the invaders from our limits. This 


will be done so soon as supplies and transportation can be 


accumulated at Fort Oraig in quantities sufficient to answer 
the demands of the army destined for operations in that quar- 
ter. The military Commander has made some wise and judi- 
cious distributions of the troops which remain for the protec- 
tion of our frontiers during the absence of the forces employed 
in the recapture of forts disgracefully surrendered into the 
hands of the enemies of our Government. 

Besides men, money is required to conduct the war. To 
enable the Secretary of the easy to meet the demands 
made upon his branch of the Administration, Congress, at 
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its last session, authorized a special tax to be levied upon the 
different States and Territories. In round numbers, $63,000 
was the part of the sum to be thus raised apportioned to New 
Mexico. Whilst the tax is just and right in itself, I think we 
should be relieved from the payment of it. New Mexico has 
for many years past been subject to a constant annual drain 
from her material wealth by Indian depredations. An ap- 
proximate estimate of the losses she thus sustains exhibits ` 
them to have been in some years $400,000, and never to have 
been less than $50,000 in any one year hostilities existed. 
This is an annual tax to which the people are subjected, and, 
from present indications, will continue to be subjected, in ad- 
dition to those which are levied and collected in compliance 
with the statutes of the Territory. Ifa proper and authentic. . 
representation of these facts were presented to Congress, I 
doubt not that a law for our relief in this behalf would be. 
assed. d 

S Congress also, at the samo session, authorized the Secre- 

tary to receive voluntary subscriptions from the citizens, to a 

loan of $150,000,000. The enlightened and patriotic capital- 

ists of the great cities of New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, 

have ey manifested their clear sense, both of duty and 

interest, by the subscription of $50,000,000. The law under 

which thissubscription is to be received wisely provides that the 

advantages, as well as the patriotic satisfaction derived from 

a participation in the loan, shall be offered, not to the capital- 

ist of the large cities only, but to the people of the whole 

country. ! 

In order to procure a substantial reward to those whom . 
patriotism prompts, in this hour of trial, to place their means 
at the disposal of the Government, an interest of seven and 
three-tenths per cent. will be paid on the several amounts 
subseribed—an interest not subject to State taxation, and con- 
stituting for the subscribers a revenue not only certain in re- 
ceipt, but greater in amount than ean be expected from any 
ordinary investment. That all the citizens may have equal 
opportunities for participating in these advantages, it was di- 
rected that subscriptions should be received for sums as small 
as fifty dollars, as well as larger amounts, and that in case of 
an excess of subscriptions, the smaller be preferred in the dis- 
tribution. Each subscriber, upon payment of his subscrip- 
tion, will be entitled to receive Treasury Notes of correspond- 
ing amount in such denominations as he may prefer, whether 
of fifty, one hundred, five hundred, one thousand, or five 
thousand dollars. 

Loyal and patriotic as New Mexico has proven herself to 
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be by a response to every call of the Government for volun- 
‘teers and militia, of which there are now, of her citizens, in 
ithe field three thousand five hundred, I cannot doubt but that 
la similar liberality will be exhibited in response to the call 
‘for this loan by those who are in a condition to invest even 
ithe smallest sums in undoubted securities. : 

i I recommend that the Legislative Assembly provide by 
¡law for the appointment of agents in the different counties to 
explain the object of the subscription, to receive such sums 
ias may be voluntarily subscribed, and remit the same to the 
¡Secretary of the Treasury. 

| By doing this, we may be enabled to contribute our mite 
‘for the maintenance of the holy cause, which I most devoutly 
pray may be crowned with success, and that the Ruler of 
ithe Universe will, in the plenitude of His wisdom and power, 
irestore our distracted country to its former prosperous and 
‘happy condition ; remove all causes of discord, and teach us 
ito learn a lesson of wisdom from the events of the civil strife 
from which He shall have delivered us.
